Competition in Toronto, and was a semi-finalist in the Maria Canals International Piano

He has participated in numerous international summer programs including Banff, 
Orford, Fort Worth, Prague and Dublin. He is currently pursuing a DMA in Piano 
Performance with Professor James Parker.
